The planting of crops, more than any 
other human occupation, has throughout recorded history been gov­ 
erned bv conditions of temoerature. moisture and seasons. So. It is not 
strange that fishing, which is enjoyed by millions, should also have so 
an Intimate association with the weather, according to Dick Fortney, 
writing in The Pennsylvania Angler, who sets down a dozen weather^ 
based theories on fishing that are held by the common run of anglers. 
No doubt some of them have been handed down from angler to anglerl 
without any particular thought to their origin or factual basis. Here 
they are: When a stream is becoming off-color and rising, fish will 
feet. When the water Is falling, fish are indifferent. When melting 
snow is flowing into a trout stream, fish will not bite well. When the 
barometer Is falling fishing will be poor. Sticky and muggy weather 
means poor fishing: clear, invigorating weather means good fishing. 
Base and pickerel bite better after the first few frosts of autumn. A 
sudden, gentle rain will start fish to feeding. Fishing is poor when the 
moon is full. When fog is forming on the surface of the stream in the 
evening, the fish will not bite. W hen the whip-poor-wills sing and the 
bats come out, it is time to get down to serious night fishing. An 
east wind means poor angling. A severe electrical storm frightens the 
fish and sends them into hiding. Extremely hot weather causes mem­ 
bers of the pike family to lose their teeth and have sore mouths, and 
therefore bite reluctantly.
